In reason, as 
well as in true religion, there can be no desirable exaltation, and very little 
that is saveable, in such a faith. (With the Latter-day Saints all men, except 
* who shed innocent blogd, and who, once having received the Holy

‘but we have, as common sense must suggest, different degrees of ex- 
. and we do not believe that the word “saved” means a fullness of 
eternal joy, nor anything like it. It simply means that one who is saved is 
not irretrievably lost. But, for argument’s sake, I use the word. “saved” in 
this article as it is generally accepted.) It is revolting to reason, an outrage: 
on common sense, to suppose that the declaration of a man to the effect that 
he has received Jesus,” will save him, or that he is saved by claiming to be 
saved. The pirading “ missionary band” who make evening hours otis 
with their drums and discordant sounds and patented easy ‘process fo 
saving of souls, must disgust sober men, and those who are in search of that 
calm of soul which the Savior promised. “Come unto me all ye that labor 
and are heavy laden, and I will give you rest.” They work great harm to 
God’s cause. Though they may do a little temporary good, may on 
‘work some permanent benefit, yet they require even less at the bende 
kind than do mest “ regularly” organized systems of religion. And T 
indulged in the remark: that this is saying a very great deal, for 050 ot 
churches offer admission to heaven on such exceedingly easy ‘terms that ‘the’ 
far-seeing fear to invest Jest they should lose by the spec People arb 
often warned of a poor performance by the pries of the entrance’ ticket. 
Heavy interest is offered ‘on loans where the ‘character of tlie séctitity 10 
questionable, and as the risk of the lender increases, the proffered rate ‘of 
interest is increased proportiotiately. And so it is, while réligion is made a 
comedy by many organized’ and creed-professing churches,’ it is ‘positively 
turned into a howling farce: by these itinerant and unauthorised I ir : 
and saving · made easy bands.

Tis not enough that you 
Shall have faith, and because of that faith repent, and repenting be bay 
that your sins may be waslied out, and that hands shall be laid pon you 
the reception of the Holy Ghost, though all these are tangible and practical 
exhibitions It may require you to sell all you have and give to the poor; it 
may demand’ you to leave home atid family and kribnde; or it may be 
gary for uu to do many’ other things that will try the heart unde es the 
witdlity if ‘your faith: But though man repent’ a 4 thousand times, and for 
dach rejientance rene ws the other initiating and cardighal ordinunbe, it does 
met mecessurily follow that he Wil It demands, Unequifvo- 
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cally and unreservedly, a perpét ral exertion. For as each evil is overcome, 
ie at still éther 725 in store, which are essential to be mastered before 
reach th t perfection. to which all aspire, and for which the honest at 
1 the firm and the faithfal, will ever strive. All this involves something 
that is in its very mature practical. No man breathing but realizes that in 
all ‘things excellence and Perfection are attained only by patient tuiling, by 
istent denial, aid by meeting the trials given for our good with hearts 
humble, and with spirits, though timid and weak, yet still determined to 
surmount all and press on until the goal is reached. As there is no other 
nume than that of the Savior under heaven by which man can be saved, so, 
also, there is no other means under heaven by which man can be saved than’ 
by obedience to the will of God; and in the weakness and imperfection of 
humanity, thet obedience alwaga involves à struggle, a sacrifice. 

Tou canndt wet to heaven just for fun. We cannot assume that the Savior 
intended to be understood as declaring that a rich man could not be saved, 
büt that it would be very difficult for him to be saved; and had Jesus Christ 
a Pagan philosopher, there is not a gibbering atheist in the land who 
ld not have deified Him for that saying alone, it is so fraught with know- 
Age of human nature and the frailty of mankind. The rich have within 
their grasp the power ‘to gratify the desires of this world; being more con- 
tet, they close their hearts to the demands which happiness in a future 
world makes upon us while in this one. It is dffleult to make the rich realize 
tliat they, too, should be tried; that they should be made to endure; that for 
dein the law of God is as inexorable as they know the laws of nature to be, 

d that to be saved the rich, with the poor, must suffer the anguish of mind, 
must struggle, must overcome, must be humble and lowly, and must know 
the agony of a bleeding heart. Blessed are the meek, for they shall inherit 
the earth,” and we know that meekness is a rare failing in the rich. For 
these reasons the religion of the rich cannot be a saving one. They give 
little, they pay for little, and in heaven, 8. so on earth, the reward or blessing is 
proportioned to the gift of the sacrifice. |
